DISCHARGE OF THREE MORE 
ACCUSED YESTERDAY. 


POLICE NARRATIVE. 


Three more of the twelve defen- 
ddante in the Taang Foo Villaw 
murder trint were discharged by.

The _ at- 
titudo of the crowd waa- still hoa- 
tile, they were still carrying sticks 
and poles, and were shouting the 
same stogans, ‘The police party 
mute a baton charge and reached 
the maln gate, where they encoun- 
tered another crowd, They mada 
another baton charge and reached 
the’ ground floor. Whilet they 
were making for the house, wit- 
iss Noticed many Chinese scut- 
tering out of the building, some 
earrying poles and others empty- 
handed, 

Om entering the building, wit- 
ness went through the hall into 
the kitchen and from there to the 
first floor: 
ness saw about 10 Chinese coming 
down, but he did not stop them. On 
the first figor, he saw from 16 to 
20 Chinese, and with the help of a 
few other officers, drove this 
crowd: downstairs, Witness then 
continued on hia way to the roof. 
He again met some Chinese but did 
not interfere with them. 


Mutilated Bodies. 
The first thing lie saw on getting 


to the reef was what appeared tof’ 


he mutilated bodles, There were 
no Chinese on the reaf ag far as 
witness conld see, but he said 
there might. have been some hid- 
den without his secinss then. On 
seeing the budiex ov the reef, wit- 
ness shouted down to his colle 
yues to nrrest the people Int 
house. He himself rushed down- 
stafra to send for an ambulance. 
and on his way down, he met. other 
officers on their way to the roof. 
Witness managed to find a tele- 
phone In a house nearby, and sent 
for the ambulance. On his way 
back to Tsang Foo Villas, he saw 
a large crowd, carmed with sticks 
and poles, advancing towards the 
house again. Just then he heard 
two shots, which appeared to him 
to come from the rougf, and which 
had an-immediate effect on the 
crowd, who scatlered. Witness 
went back to the ground floor and 
saw oan Indian constable with a 
Chinese in custody. Witness 
placed a guard, over this man, and 
on going upstairs saw two other 
Chinese in. the custody of two In- 
dian constables. These were also 
placed under Quard. : 
Looking over thé parapet on-the 
roof, witnessysaw two Chinese, one 
of whom waa the fifth defendant, 
the boy of 18. They were running 
away, but witness chased them 
with two Indian constables, and 
eventually caught the boy. The 
other, escaped. Fifteen minutes 
after thix arrest, the first defen- 
vi yen into the custody of 
winess, who wus instructed to take 
him to the ground floor where all 
the ather arrested men were, 


A Crowd of Sightseers, 


After this, witness helped to re- 
move the injured into the am- 
hulance. The next morning, he 
identified the two dead bodies at 
the mortuary as the two he saw 
on the roof of Tsang Foo Villas 
the previgus -evening.: Later, he 
went to the Kowloon Hospital 
where he identified four more 
bodies. 

Questioned by Mr. Whyte-Smith 
regarding the crowd outside Tsang 
‘Foo, Villas, witness said thnt on 
both ocensions that he was there, 
he saw a number of people, about 
200, who might have been only 
sightseers. They were standing 
outside the gate, they were not 
carrying anything in their hands, 
and they were not shouting. They 
more or less lined up on the side 
of the road away from“:sang Fro 
Villus, .and seemed to ve distinct 
from those inside the gate, every 
one of whom was one of 4 riotous 
mob. 1 a 
Thin concluded Sergeant Doly’s 
evidence. ‘ 

The hearing was adjourned un- 
ti} Monday afternoon.

THE COVERNMENT & 
THE PUBLIC. 

On the whole, ff we except the 
antnries issue, the. official speeches 
delivered at Thursday's meeting of 
the Legislative Council reflected a 
desire on the part of, the Govern- 
ment to meet, as far ag it aaw fit, 
the viewpoints of the unofficial 


‘| members on the numerous matters 


raised, So much can at least be 
anid in respect of the more jmport- 
ant items, though regarding issues 
of less moment there wis display- 
ee na regrettable atubburnness to 
preak frem'“olo custom.” We do 
not for ® moment doubt the Gov- 
ernment’s desire to push on with 
necessary development work, but. 
by reason of its financial policy, 
it is Hmited in what can be done 
at the moment, It is, however, 
gratifying to know that major 
matters are being kept in mind, 
and that if and when the financial 
situation improves, projects which 
are temporarily shelved will be 
wiven due attention. 

One point, however, which must 
have struck those who have taken 
the. pnins to’ wade through the 
columns of official speeches is that 
the Government Is inclined to act 
on the principle of telling the 
public just so much as it thinks 
fit, und no more. Taking the mat- 
ter of the Retrenchment Commit- 
tee's Report, for instance, all that 
we aro permitted to know is that 
it will probably be made available 
after it has, with the considered 
views of the Government, “been 
perused by the Secretary of State. 
When it is borne in mind thut the 
Committee was appointed in res- 
yonse to public demand, and that 
its personnel and terms of refer- 
orice were duly notified, 
somewhat inexplicable that there 
should be this reluctance to let the 
ratepayers know what has ‘been 
recommended- and thereby gain 
some knowledge of the extent to 
which the proposals have ‘been or 
are being acted upon. The Gov- 
ernment, howaver, prefers to keep 
the report under the cloak of 
secrecy, meanwhile taking care that 
its own views will bo Inid before 
the Secretary of State. Presum- 
ably the whole mattor is to be dis-

What is more, the 
longkung Government itself, for 
n brief period, gave the amounts 
of successful ‘tenders, though e@x- 
cluding the details of those not 
necopted. To ang that .t is not in 
the public interest publish 
more, without giving reasons in 
support of the statement, merely 
creates an Impression that there 
is something .to hide. This may 
be totally unjustified, but such is 
the effect created on the public 
mind by tho official attitude. 

One other regrettable fcature is 
the Government's cold reception 
of the suggestion that Unofiiciala 
be permitted to be present during 
thé preliminary discussions of the 
"Budget | allacations. This 
deseribed as neither necessary nor 
desirable. Here, ngaln, no reason 
fs given, excopting that the Gov- 
ernment must take the responsi- 
bility of presenting the Budget as 
a, whole. Surely Unofficial co- 
operation would be helpful ot this 
juncture; indeed, it might enally 
reault jin forestalling needless 
criticisms at a later atnge. But 
seemingly the Government fecls 
that it’ can very well do without 
advice from anyone outside official 
ranks. Summing up the whole 
question of government in. th's 
Colony, it becomes vloar that un- 
Jena and until some long overdue 
measure’ of constitutional reform 
is granted, the public viewpoint 
is likely to remain largely sub- 
servient to official whim and 
caprice.

‘Like rubber, cotton hna proved 
its suitability for mechanical 
parts. Gears made of cotton 
already ure suitable for lishtiy 
londed operating parts, such as 
ignition timing units. At present 
the general practice, however, {1 
to use a fibrous gear in coajune- 
tion with one made of metal. 


An exceptionally hard working 
unit made of fibrous, or cultivated, 
material is the universal joint.

of « particular species of oak 
tree, It is employed, mechanical- 
ly, in clutches and, Non-mechani- 
cally, for insulation. Cork bodies 
and cork inserts aa silencers in 
bodies made of other materials are 
regurded as feasible. © Cork has 
three virtues to commend its use 
in the grown automobile, They 
are light-weight, excellent insulat- 
ing ability and silence, 


Some very sturdy parts of the 
nutomobile are built up of com: 
binations_ of several cultivated 
substanees. Such x part, . for 
‘instance, is the radiator hose von- 
nexfon. It is a.combination ot 
rubber, corded or impregnated 
with cotton thread. A unit-of thin 
character is already being used ay 
a.substitute for nictal drive sha’ts. 


Especially hard non-metallic 
“arts ore declared bv ongincers te 
have the disadvantage of being 
brittle. except, of course, in the 
case of.rubbor, which has the dis 
advantage of lacking 
strength.

- IN EMERGENCY. 


Accessibility of Fire 
: Extinguishers. 


WHERE TO FIT. 


The very nature of the fuel used 
in motorcar engines makes it ad- 
visable for motorists to carry a 
fire extinguisher of some sort or 
other, Jt must not be imagined 
for one moment that our roads are 
littered svith burnt-out cars or that 
car fires are bevoming so fre- 
quent as to make motoring an ex- 
ceedingly risky game, There are 
tens of thousands of motorists who 
have never so much ns seen na car in 
flames, The writer has driven 
cars st great mileage and the only 
‘nccasion on which hia extinguishor 
was ever used was for the purpose 
of satisfying himself aa to its 
Nisieney. At the game time, the 
majority of motorists like to he 
prepared for emergencies, how. 
ever remote they might be. 


For the purpose of this article 
we are not conrerned with how 
fires are caused nor the means of 
fighting them, but to point ont’ the 
most suitable positions: in which to 
secure an extinguisher so thant It 
can be brought into use with a 
minimum of delay. : , 

Should a car take fire a fraction 
of a second gained in nttacking the 
flames goes a long way towards 
mastering them, so that it behoves 
one to fit the extinguisher with an 
sve to accessibility. Do not be 
like the motorist who carried it in 
the tool-box underneath the rear 
floor-board—wrapped In old clenn- 
ing rags to’ prevent its being 
damaged. One sees quite a num- 
her of cars with the cxtinguishor 
fitted to the running board—a very 
hundy position, no doubt, but one 
that encourages ‘unwelcome atten. 
tion from lightfingered gentry and 
mischievous boys. ; 


Defeating its Purpase by Locking. 


To lock or otherwise aecure it to 
its brneket defeats its purpose In 
that it is no longer instantly de- 
tachable. ‘ ; 

It seems ‘obvious, then, that the 
heat place is inside the car, and as 
the driver fs the person on whom 
rests the onus of tackling the 
fames, then it should be fitted 
within easy rench of h'm. 

A position that is suitable on a 
number of cars is’ on the  fluvr- 
beard directly in front of the 
driving seat. It will be . found 
that this does not interfere with 
the removal of the boards, nor do 
the driver's heels come into contact 
with the extinguisher, 

If the front seats are of the 
bueket type there is often sufficient 
space. between them to saccom- 
modate certain types of extin- 
guisher without interfering with 
the ease of adjustment of the 
seats. The middle of the sloping 
Hoorboard can be utillsed on some 
cars without its geting in the way 
of the passenger's feet, while the 
‘door’ pillar of car on which both 
front and rear doors are hung on a 
central pillar, offers another solu- 
tion. 

It will be found that on uny 
particular make of car-at least one 
of these positions will be found 
suitable, and two or three minutes 
spent in experimenting will enuole 
the owner to fit the extinguisher 
in the best position. -

HEAT ON WINGS. 


Said .to Prevent Ice 
. Formation. 


—— 


‘EXPERIMENTS AT 
CORNELL. 


Dr. Merit. Scott, Cornell phy- 
aletst, has discovered that enough 
heat is dissipated by scroplane 
engines to warm the.wings and pro- 
peller and prevent ice formation, 
neeording to The Associated Press. 


“There has been a xencral opin- 
fon," Dr. Scott said recently, “that 
the hent dissipated by the scro- 
plane engine is insuflicient : to 
maintain the necessary exposed 
surfaces of the acroplane : nt or 
above the freezing point of watar 
at leeforming temperatures.” 


That this opinion is mistaken 
he found In, a year's experiments 
and calculations in a laboratory at 
Cornel}! University equipped under 
a grant from the Daniel Guggen- 
heim fund for the promotion of 
weronautica, 


’ Tho heat fuentes Jat there 
edges flowed backward over tho 
wing surfaces, It wos prosscd 
down by tho rush of alr past the 
wings, forming a heat cushion be- 
tween the wing surfaco and the 
freezing water particles. 


The Pecullar Antics of * 
Alc and Water. 


Back pressure produced upon the 
engine by using the  oxhauat 
gases in this monner,. Dr. Scott 
said, may be relieved by dlacharg- 
ing the guses Into the air at a 
point on the wing where the prea- 
sure {a below thnt of the atmoa- 
phere. , 


"The propeller may also bo pro- 
tected from ice formation,” ho said. 


Laymen think of air as rushing 
over a complotely faro wing sur- 
face: Actually the wing lies in a 
coat of still air, but it is a micros- 
copically thin coat, Tho next layer 
of alr outward Is in motion, and 
succeeding Miyers movo with in- 
creasing velocity. ‘For this reason,’ 
Dr. Scott said, if n layer of water 
on the wing Is thin the alr forces 
tending to blow it off are excoed- 
ingly small, even though at an ale 
most infinitesimal ‘distance above 
there may be ao hurricane.

In a refrigerating wind tunnel 
he drove glaze aleet and sub- 
coolai water particles against 
amall model plang wings.

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‘WHY MOTORCARS WEAR OUT. - 


Survey of Causes of Mechanical Deterioration 
and Destruction. 


It may be as well first of all to 
atate that what I have in, mind 
in not no mouch the effects of fair 
wear and tear, or even of some 
forms of Jil-unage, writes W. L. 
Fisher Jn The Autocar. The fellow- 
ing notes chiefly refer to those 
features of design and construc- 
tion that cause needlessly rapid 
deterioration. It has to be ad- 
mitted, however, that In the present 
state of design and manufacture 
certain of these shortcomings are 
unavoidable. One form of destruc- 
tion that fs, neverthcless, definitely 
inexcusable ja that which always 
seema to accompany any visit to 
a repale or service (depnriment. 
Even makers’ own depots are too 
often merely mechnnienl slaughter. 
housca. All kinds of unexpected 
atrocities are perpetrated in these 
places, often without any relation 
to the apecific job undertnken, 

That necdiesaly. rapid destruction 
takes place In the nvernage vehicle 
must be admitted if the Hfe of 
motor cara be compared with the 
almost limitless wervice yielded by 
other-types of mechanisms, Second 
hand prices, or current rates of 
depreciation, are largely a reflec. 
tion of this fact. The subject. is 
admittedly a larre one, and if 
thoroughly explored is found — to 
have endless ramifications, but the 
more important influences may be 
outlined. 

The First Visit—Scratches and 

Recarbonization. 

With reasonable lick, the flrat 
thing that should brings n car to 
the repair shop la decarbonisation. 
This as a rule occurs all too rapid. 
ty und fa of itself a confession of 
failure to burn the fuel that has 
been pnid for. Tho operation is 
one that ia now fairly well under- 
atood and ia not, as a rule, very 
highly charged for. The owner 
will be lucky,however, if the car 
escapes without other damage of 
xome aort being done, Seratehea 
to wings. bonnet surrounds, nnd 
lampa are more than probable. 
There may also be = atripped 
threads, burred nuts, Jenking water 
jointa, and imperfect assembly of 
any controla that have been dis- 
mantled, with missing split pins 
and so on.

The All-important Induction 

Elficiency. 

The length of life of pistons and 
cylinders hears an absolutely direct 
relationship to the efficiency of the 
induction syatem.. In nine enses 
out of. ten the, durability of these 
ports is entirely governed by (the 
extent to which carburation fa dry 
at the valve ports or combustion 
head, Other factors are, of course, 
cylinder and piston material, that 
jis their inherent resistance to 
wear, including the size, pressure, 
type, and number of piston rings. 
Of miay, of course, have oan in- 
fluence on wear, but if of renaon- 
able quality. and used in sufficient 
quantity, with the contents of the 
Aump changed as necessary, little 
harm wall be dene, 

Reverting to the importance of 
carburation, the factor here is the 
amount of heat availble for va. 
porisation of the fuel, 
may be taken fram the induction 
pipe itself, from oa hot spot, from 
the porta and valves, or from an 
outside source of hot air to the 
Intuke, or it may be a composite 
of any of these, With the recent 
seneral vogue of radiator shutters 
the temperuture of the air under 
the bonnets of most cars is) much 
more propitious for clean carbura- 
‘tion. Given favourable heat condi- 
tiona, the destruction caused by 
wet fuel ia4 much reduced. 

There are, however, no methods 
at present in general use that In 
any way approach-the ideal. Given 
acold morning or evening, even in 
the temperate sensons, there 1 
with moat cara a lengthy period of 
sluggish, underpowered — driving, 
accompanied by undue use of the 
strangler, with wet fuel and wear 
asa result. There are cars with 
induction syatemsa apparently un- 
hented that arc, nevertheless, not 
conspicuous sufferers from cylinder 
and piaton wear. In such cases it 
will*be found that the — normal 
bonnet temperatures are high, so 
that the air to-the carburettor is 
warm enough to brings about the 
necessary vaporisation, 

In order to mevt all conditions 
for home and export, and summer 
and winter use. the mass of cars 
are today yrossly rer-rooled, 
Desperate efforts to heat them up 
hy harder and harder driving fre- 
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quently result merely in getting 
suem cooler and coolor owing to 
cne Increased volume of alr pussing 
through the radiator. This not 
only cools the water, but ettectually 
reours away all warm = alr from 
under the bonnet. The modern 
radiator is a very efficient uffair, 
and often too effective. In such 
cases cylinder and platen wear wit} 
be unduly rapid.

Further, when ‘bad —conditfons 
and piston wear exist, the wear of 
other parta will nlao be accelerated, 
because crank case dillution is 
usually present. As pistons, ringn, 
and cylinders are worn, fuel finds 
ite way inte the sump in inoreas- 
ing quantities. In this way the 
crankshaft bearings and all the 
engine parte auffer through the 
Inpping effect of the diluted and 
contaminated oil, Carbon is an 
excellent Inpping medium, and 
dirty rings: and grooves are very 
destructive, 
| Another ¢nuse of undue wear in 
the failure of off to reach the 
ceruudn ‘parta or accessories in 

tuate nmounta, Oil starvation 
asary drives, calee year, 
. and so on, devs eccur, 
thouvh admittedly that is a fault 
thit is not) oso yeneral oss in the 
past. In most modern engines 
there are noe totally unlubricated 
parts, os was the eduse a few years 
hack. It fa, however, still possible. 
to find parts working at too high 
contact pressures, Oil in auch cir- 
cumstances fs forced away, and 
there isn drying up or starvation 
of the working surfaces. 

All other factors being: equal, a 
amooth-running engine will wear 
beat. This again is largely oa 
matter of carburation, das, dis- 
tribution. It Ia not possible for an 
engine to run smoothly if each 
cylinder ts firing a different. charge. 
of differing quality and amount. In 
such cases there fa different power 
aa well as duration of burning in 
each cylinder. Further, this kind 
of faulty distribution utimately 
carbons up the cylinders to a dif- 
ferent degree. In this way com- 
hustion-chambers s00n become of 
different sizes, so adding to the 
trouble and Increasing any dis- 
tribution “thump” that may be 
present, . 

In a general way apeed is a 
destroyer. The destructive ciTects, 
particularly of sustained — speeds, 
are surprising.  Arterall roads 
have a lot to anawer for! If a car 
be driven mile after mile without 
“Jet-up.” then the oil becomes 
unduly heated, and by the suatained 
Joudings is) steadily forced out 
from between the various surfaces, 
The rubbing veloc being high.

mixture, thus Increasing the pos- 
sibilities of dilution due to wet 
carburation. Further, in most 
cases, when running slowly the 
engine docs, net get on to its 
rythmic speed, where there is the 
greatest cconomy,. rmoothneas, and 
free, effortleas running. . 

Other details bringing about 
deterforation are sudden snatches 
at the crankshaft caused by bad 
clutching or the fitting of a clutch 
that will not take up gently. 
Sparking plugs that are “atale’ or 
are weakening in thelr electrical 
propertics may cause “thump” and 
rough running. When a” act of 
plugs has secn much service one or 
more may develop electricnl lnakagy 
and bring about a roughness 
similar to that evidenced by faulty 
distribution. As a safety role for 
the average motorist it may be aaid 
that plugs should be discarded 
when they have covered — 10,000 
miles, whether they are still firing 
or not. 

Most of the foregoing causes are 
minor and incidental to the main 
destructive agency in the induction 
system, when wet fuel washes 
away the extinder oll and sa 
creates the conditions for rapid 
wear, Unfortunately, most ane 
tomobile engineers are seeking a 
solution of this problem of cylinder 
and piston wear by attacking: the 
effect and net the cause, All 
efforts are now being bent upon 
securing. better and better 
materials for cylinders and pistons, 
While this ix all to the good, it 
ja obvious Uhat even these harder 
materials will be Japped away if 
the eonditiona are such as to pro- 
mote thia action. The life of the 
parts may be prolonged, but the 
result. will be as before. 

Qne promising development in 
connexion with materials ts 
furnished by the centrifugally cast 

inde? liners. This process of 
casting wives an intensely close 
grain owing to the pressure on the 
molten moetul created -entrifugally 
during pouring. Then there are 
the various alloya, nickel, 
chrominm and ather constituents 
that are belng introduced to 
harden the iron. The rolling of 
evlinder bores has also been em. 
dloyed, but this only produces a 
thin skin In any event, and when 
this disappears the metal is as 
seft as before. Casting  temmera- 
tures have been inveatignted with a 
View to rendering metal more 
‘tense, and the chilling of castings 
tried with the same obiect in view, 
The “nitriding” of steel Hners may 
also he mentioned as furnishing 
an intensely resistant surface. 
With the piston, the matter ia dealt 
with by employing the new copper- 
hardened and other strong light- 
duty alleys. Considerable advances 
hive certainly_heen made, but all 
really deal with. matter at. the

Born in Cork, Ireland, in Jaly, 
1882, Mr. Murphy joined the 
Jocal Police Force at the end of 
1903 and during the 28 yearn that 
he has been in the Colony he has 
shown xreat zeal and efficiency In 
his work, So commendable haa he 
been da his Jabours in the detee- 
tion of crime that he has on several 
occasions been decorated by His 
Exeelleney the Governor, one of his 
most heraie deeds beng in) con- 
nexfon with un armed robbery at 
206, Canton Road in’ December, 
1923. 


Typhoon Work, 


During the didestrons typhoon 
of September, 1906, Mr, Murphy 
performed yournan services and was 
commended by His Excellency the 
Governor for the good worle he uid 
during and in connexion with the 
calamity which took mn heavy toll 
of lif. Two years Inter, he was 
again commended hy His Excellency 
the Governor for zeal and activity 
in connexion with three cases of 
larceny and robbery.

day ballads are rubbish compared 
to them.’ 

And exultantty they hum a bar 
or two from “The Belle of New 
York"~~genernlly in the wrong 
key. 

Now, without being @ worship- 
wer of the Tin Pan Alley school 
of alleged musicians or lyric 
writers, one feels moved to pro- 
test when our sentimentalist get 
over-dithyrambic on the songs of 
the list generation. 

Firat, let.us remember that in 
those dayx songs were not nearly 
so plentiful as they are now. The 
few they had were sung every- 
where and kept a long time in 
circulation. 

The famous sextet from “Floro- 
Was pretty 
enough in its way, but its popu- 
Inrity wis lurgely due to the fact 
that it was sung by countless mil- 
lions of groups until almost every- 
body knew it. A sane man at that 
time who saw three men and three 
women assemble anywhere 
promptly made for ‘cover.

INTERESTING LECTURE AT 
RICCI HALL. 


Addressing a gathoring at Ricci 
Hall on Thursday night on tho 
subject “Examinntions,” Fathor 
briefly on the 
riso of examinations, their psycho- 
logical offects upon candidates, 
and their supreme functions. 

. Tho following is n summary of 
hia Iveture: 

For a large number of students 
there are two seusons in the 
University year, apring and 
winter. ‘Spring is bright with joy, 
the varied joys of .socink life 
which nfter’ all, are an integral 
part of man‘a formation. Naot 
that Intellectual work is excluded, 
that {is mainly the Pro- 
fessor’a ‘part. As tiller of the 


xoil it is his to sow the reed of. 


knowledge in the furrow of a 
passive mind, So the student, 
with thia outlook, gladly ncecepts 
‘Commencement’ as a period when 
aomebody else begins, Then comes 
winter bearing tho rather sinister 
academic name the ‘Fall.’ Tho 
student hibernates with books and 
notea, the only baggage needed for 
climbing the Examination Alps, 
But this winter is a serious 
business; all the more serous aa 
the Examination crown or mar 
the student's efforts. Failure in 
one examination sometimes means 
a complete change, in’ a life's 
career, No wonder, then, that 
Examinations must play a special 
role In student life. 

The lecturer touched briefly on 
the rise of cxaminations, 

Paychalogical States, 

Continuing, he avidi--For on 
majority of candidates, it sould 
seem, fear and anxiety are the 
prevailing paychological states aa 
the examinutions approach, ‘Ten. 
sion van beeome great enough to 
enuse a nerves brenkdown, This 
should not be so if examinations 
fulfilled their function ino student 
Hife and they avoald easily do so 
if there were not two seasons hut 
one in the student's calendar, Let 
us louk at this proposition more 
closely, The nim of University 
lite is te devadop Cia man, eb 
of culture, Tho culture aimed at 
jan eortain all-roundness toyet- 
her with a spectal proficlency in 
one branch of knowledge, The 
Examinntions should in some way 
text the fulfilment of the alm. 
The student whe has persued the 
aim should, apart from accidental 
circumstances, be fit to aland the 
test, which saecks 10 explore his 
actual knowledge and, more {m- 
portant issue, his enpnbility. Tha 
fear and anxiety are mainly due 
to the fact that 50 many students 
consider precise knowledge as tho 
end of every examination and, 
consequently, are convinced that 
their work is a work of mere te- 
production, hence the season of 
winter, artificially warmed by 


Jiftenalve cramming. 


We find {t difficult to condemn, 
off-hand, cramming. Very few, if 


Jany, candidates hive been success- 
ful examinees without some cram-- 


Cramming may. be com- 
pared to packing a. bag. The 
akilful) packer can very rapidly 
find room for all Kinds of things 
without being obliged to kneel on 
the bag to close it or to empty out 
all the contents in order to find a 
needle or w tooth-pick.

reasons which led him to mistake 
may count atrongly in his favour 
with the examiner.
